The dinner 
meeting will begin at 6:30 p. rn. 
The genial and pleasant speak­ 
ing newscaster was born on the 
Island of Anglesy in Wales and 
received his formal education in 
Great Britain. 
During W’orld War 
II, he served in the British Army 
with the Artillery and later with 
the Army School of Education in 
India where, as an Executive Of­ 
ficer the civilian population of the 
mountains of Central India, he had 
a rare insight into the life of the 
people. 
He has learned of the Common­ 
wealth and of the world generally 
first hand, by personal observa­ 
tion of the leaders and the people 
of many lands. 
He is as much 
at home in Karachi as in Kansas | 
City; or in Waterloo, Iowa. as at 1 
Waterloo Station in London 
His 
broadcasts from the United States 
London over the BBC have 
made him a very well known fig­ 
ure in radio circles. 
Before he 
started them, as a matter of pre 
paration, he visited every one of 
the forty-eight states. 
He has been a very popular lec­ 
turer here and abroad. His tours 
have taken him from 
coast-to- 
coast and he has lectured in In­ 
dia and elsewhere in th6 Far 
East. Mr. Hughes is also a writer 
of parts. He has published: “ They 
Shall Not Perish,” Into Exile,” and 
“ Man From Syria,” and he has 
two other books pending.

maiden” of the Communist Party.

Mrs. Charlotte Gullett, owner of 
the Rose hotel, and James Robert 
son from the Hardin county Inde­ 
pendent which is an 83 year old 


J new spaper 
Mr. Matheny stated that Hardin 
county is one of the oldest settled 
parts of Illinois 
It was largely 
settled by people from southeastern 
Illinois. 
Consequently there were 
many southern sympathizers and 
some enlistees there during the 
Civil War. The county grew rapid- 
1 ly after the Civil War for a few 
, years but now the population is 
declining. 
How Town Named 
Mrs. Gullett added that the first 
settlers were three men by the 
names of Hardin, McFarlan and 
Grand Pierre 
James McFarlan 
stayed on in the town, now called 
Elizabethtown for his wife, Eliza­ 
beth Pemberton McFarlin. In 1812 
he built a brick inn 24 feet square 
and two stories high on the pro 
montory overlooking the Ohio. 
In 
the 1840’s two more rooms were 
added on the east and 
i i i 1865 the 
present dining room and wing to 
the north were constructed.

McCarthy's Defense

It is no accident that Senator 
McCarthy of Wisconsin has brok 
en his long autum nal silence 
The 
reconvening of the Senate to con 
sider censure charges against him 
has arrived, and the senator i' 
preparing his defenses 
There was a time when M cC ar­ 
thy said the 1954 election would 
revolve largely about the issue of 
Comm unism , and w hether or not 
he should be continued a 
chair 
m an of a Senate investigating com 
mittee 
But 
the cam paign 
just 
ended appears to have been fought 
mainly on o th er issues, 
and 
in 
countless states M cC arthy’s nam e 
was hardly, if ever, mentioned. 
The senator himself took no part 
in the cam paign except to offer 
a blanket endorsem ent of ail C O P 
candidates but one, and then to 
appeal for unity in his partv 
Partly 
because 
of the special 
W atkins com m ittee’s ie n su re find 
ings, partly because of the im pact 
of the springtim e Army McCarthy 
hearings, there evidently was no 
s'ro ng 
dem and 
for 
M cC arthy’s 
cam paign services this fall. 
Possibly, too, he w.is prevailed 
on by som e GOP leaders to rem ain 
on the sidelines. 
And McCarthy 
m ay have concluded that it was 
the better part of wisdom to con 
centrale on his coming Senate floor 
defense against charges that he is 
guilty of conduct 
unbecoming 
a 
senator. 
W hatever 
the 
explanation, 
the 
senator is busy hitting the public 
prints again 
The keynote of his 
defense was pretty well disclosed 
the other day when he indicated 
he expected to be censured by I he 
full Senate and would focus effort 
on 
making 
his ease 
before the 
whole A m erican tm bl ic 
The core of this effort seem s to 
be to suggest 
that tho senators 
who will vole against him do not 
have open minds 
McCarthy al 
ready has endeavored to cast doubt 
on the fairness of the six man B at 
kins com m ittee, a group viewed 
in the Senate as unusually quail 
tied to judge this difficult m atter 
Now the senator has sought to 
classify all those in the full Sen 
ate who may support the censure 
m ove the com m ittee recom m end 
cd. He lists four categories: 
1. The “ Flanders-L ehm an” type 
who “ fight thus*- who fight com 
m onism ” 
2. The “ Watkins type,” who are 
“ afraid of what the new spapers 
might say about them if they d o n’t 
oppose McCarthy ” 
3. The (Sen 
Edwin C ) Johnson 
group, "who dislike McCarthy be 
cause they feel I pinned the Com 
monist label on the D em ocrats 
4. “ Self-styled liberals” on the 
R epublican side of the Senate 
It is a foregone conclusion that 
this sort of defense m aneuver will 
not im prove M cCarthy's chances 
of escaping censure 
Nor does he 
likely expect any such result 
But most forecasts suggest up 
w ards of OO senators may vote to 
reprove him for his conduct

it does seem a little puzzling that

Hor the sake of arg um ent, grant 
at the start there was merit in the 
A dm inistration's 
contention 
that 
the Tennessee 
Valley Authority 
was getting too big for its britches 
G rant also th at TV A was a trend 
t o w a r d s socialism and aw ay from 
capitalistic free enterprise. 
Few of TVA’s custom ers in the 
valley will buy that line. But plen­ 
ty of people outside the valley— 
particularly people in the private 
power business 
are convinced that 


TV A should be curbed. 
The issue at stake here, how­ 
ever, is bigger than TVA—big as 
it is. 
The real issue is how far 
the governm ent should go in its 
services to the people to prom ote 
their welfare. 
SOME 
POLITICIANS 
APPAR- 
ENTLY have come to the conclu­ 
sion that the “ pecpui" like a cer­ 
tain am ount of this governm ent 
paternalism . 
They like social se­ 
curity, 
unem ploym ent 
insurance 
and farm price supports, for in­ 
stance. 
No U 
S. political party 
could survive for five m inutes to ­ 
day if it advocated outright r e ­ 
peal of these m easures. 
In th e question of governm ent- 
built public power plants, however, 
the issue isn’t quite so clear. 
But 
sooner or later the United States 


was due fur a showdown on whe­ 
ther it is to continue in this ad ­ 
mittedly .somewhat socialistic bus­ 
iness. or get out. 
The fact that 
this showdown should now come 
in the T ennessee Valley is only 
natural. TVA was first in the field 
So to re p e a t—gran t that govern­ 
ment generation and wholesaling 
of electric pow er is socialistic and 
should be curtailed. 
The question 
is how to curtail it? 
T here have been Various p ro ­ 
posals in recent years 
One is to 
break 
up the TVA 
system 
and 
have the governm ent sell its pow­ 
er facilities separately to private 
com panies. 
Another proposal is to divorce 
the governm ent from TVA and au ­ 
thorize1 it to sell bonds and stocks 
to the public to finance its o p e ra ­ 
tions, instead of m aking it depend­ 
ent on annual governm ent appro­ 
priations. 
ANYWAY, WHATEVER 
PLAN 
might be cooked up te> get go vern ­ 
ment out of this controversial pow­ 
er business, a first requisite* is that 
the (ie-a be ax clean as the p ro ­ 
v e r b s 
imund's tooth. 
F u rth e r­ 
more, it .should provide ev ery a s ­ 
surance that the custom ers would 
be given better service at cheap ­ 


er rates than IVA itself has p ro ­ 
vided 
The deal which the Eisenhow er 
adm inistration 
finally ca m e 
up 
with to stop the further expansion 
of IV A has now been subject to 
attack for months for failing to 
meet these standards. 
This is in 
spite of the fact that P resident 
E isenhow er has given assuran ces 
that the proposed Dixon-Yates con­ 
tract is an honorable negotiation 
rn the best interests of the A m eri­ 
can p eo p le 
The ch arg es m ade against the 
contract are many: Its cost esti­ 
m ates are based on doctored fig­ 
ures. 
It was secretly negotiated, 
w i t h o u t 
competitive 
bidding. 
Though the power generated would 
go into the TVA system. Atomic 
Energy Comm ission ha> been m ade 
the contracting agent for the gov­ 
ernm ent, short-circuiting TVA 
A 
m ajority of AEC did not approve 
the contract 
IT 
IS 
FURTHER 
CHARGED 
that cost of the proposed plant will 
be higher than sim ilar facilities 
built under TVA supervision. 
The 
rate which th e contractor will re ­ 
ceive has been calculated as dou­ 
ble the 
rate 
which 
TVA 
would 
charge. 
The con tractor’s ra te of 


profit is quest tuned. 
The contrac­ 
tor 
would 
be protected 
against 
risk or loss. The taxpayers would 
have to pay 
for the plant tw ice, 
and in the end they would not own 
it and so on. 
The A dm inistration's 
weakness 
in this case is that while it has 
denied these charges, they have 
not been satisfactorily refuted. The 
truth will apparently com e out only 
when the final contract is m ade 
public and is subjected to congres­ 
sional scrutiny. 
But the m ere fact that a deal 
as questionable as this is propos­ 
ed as a m eans to stop the growth 
of TVA sets back the entire effort 
to stop the grow th of socialism in 
governm ent. 
The cure for socialism is not the 
restoration of subsidized monop­ 
olies in secretly negotiated con­ 
tracts. 
That is w here the Dixon- 
Yates deal m ay backfire.

WASHINGTON (IF-If you hear 
that the flag on your local school 
house once flew over the ll 
S 
Capitol, it probably did—for a few 
minutes anyway 
More flags fly from the flagpole 
over the w o t entrance of the Capi 
tol than almost anywhere else in 
the country 
After a short time aloft, each of 
these f l a g s is hauled down, packed 
and shipped across the country to 
a school, veterans post or civic or 
ganization 
During a busy season, 
Capitol police get a real workout 
running flags up and down the 
flagpole every few minutes 
The 
practice 
of 
distributing 
wornout Capitol flags was initial 
ed some years ago 
But officials 
found that the supply of legitimate 
Iv worn-out flags was never equal 
to the demand 
Now. a congressman, who usual 
Iv fills such requests for the folks 
hack home, purchases a Gag from 
the House 
stationery shop and 
sends it over to the Capitol archi­ 
tect, David Lynn, to have it flown 
over the buildings Lynn sees that 
this is done and returns the flag 
with a letter -fating that it flew 
over the Capitol. The congressman 
mails it back home.
